CONFEDERATE OF WILCOM, WHOM 
THE POST-DISPATCH EX-

DARING OPERATIONS 
IN ST. LOUIS CITY.

Clever Plans by Which Wilcox and His 
Confederates Designed to Fleece 
the Unwary and Beat the 
Government. 


The arrest of William H. Shaw, alias 
Mason, at Milwaukee, by secret service 
officers rounds up the leaders of a gang 
of coin sweaters, one of the shrewdest 
members of which the Post-Dispatch ex- 
posed on June 26, last. 

On that date the Post-Dispatch published 
exclusively the discovery that "James Wili- 
iams.”’ a Federal prisoner at the jal., wag 
W. L. Wilcox, a notorious ex-convict. 

The fuli plan of his operations here in 
connection with Mason was printed by the 
Post-Dispatch and the facts brought out 
at that time led directly to the arrest of 


Mason. 

Williams. or Wilcox, came to St. Louis 
and rented a lodging at 1722 Washington 
avenue. He advertised for some one to put 
$500 or $1000 into a scheme he had, he 
scheme was ostensibly the extraction of 
gold from ore by a new and cheap method, 
but it was, of course, only a blind with 
which he expected to swindle his victims. 
The advertisement was answered by hun- 
dreds of persons. Among these was Henry 
Kern of 2954 Dickson street, who negotiated 
with Wilcox and was on the point of turn- 
ing over $500 to him to put into the scheme 
when his suspicions were aroused by W.1- 
cox’ queer actions, and the intended vict:m 


drew off. 

Wilcox was most plausible. He used 
chemicals on the ore, producing a_ button 
which jewelers pronounced pure gold. 
Wilcox was arrested by Officers Flynn 
and Kennedy at a saloon at Fifteenth pac 
Biddle streets. where he had attempted t 
pass a $2) gold piece which the ssioonis: 
thought was counterfeit. 

The police were in ignorance of the im- 

portance of their capture until the Post- 
Dispatch printed Wilcox’ recoml. He was 
found to be one of the most expert coin 
sweaters and rimmers in the country. 
The arrest of Shaw at Milwaukee will 
probably break up as dangerous a gang of 
coin-sweaters as ever the Federal Govern- 
ment had to deal with.

In Schiey’s brilliant achievement at Santiago his own flag- 
ship was struck 45 times and the other ships were repeatedly 
Struck, yet only oné man was killed, and the ships were unin- 
jured., 

In the engagement which resulted in the sinking of the last 
Ship in Santiago harbor a shell entered the wardroom of the 
lowa, but the men were at the guns and no injury was done 
to ship or men. 

In all the naval engagements of the war both ships and men 
on our side have been singularly preserved from hurt. 

Gen. Shafter’s victories were accompanied with serious 
losses, but they were small, in view of the conditions of the 
fighting. 

Intelligence and skill are pitted against jgnorance and un- 
skillfulness. Righteousness is fighting oppression. But the dif- 
ference of losses is so great that even the Government experts 
of Italy found occasion to say that the “United States is an 
instrument in the hands of Providence.” 

Thrice armed in the strength of a righteous cause, we 
achieve noble ends almost unscathed. But shall it be go if, 
thrusting aside liberty and humanity as our arms, we seek 
conquest and imperial extension? 

Standing on the verge of a new era, with might to enforce 
the right, we have reason to pray: 

Lord God of Hosts be with us yet, 
Lest we forget!

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HE KNOWS HOW TO MANAGE. 


When the Money Is Exhausted He 
Will Discharge All the Push in 
the Sewer Department. 


- 


There is one man at the City Hall who 
does not worry when the heavy thinkers of 
the Council cut down appropriations for 
necessary works in order to leave plenty 
for push inspectors. He is Sewer Commis- 
sioner Colby. 

The Councll Tuesday calmly cut down the 
appropriation for the sewer department 
15,000. Of this, $10,000 was knocked off of 
the estimate for salaries and current e¢x- 
penses and $5000 off of that for work on the 
Mill Creek Sewer. The last item was re- 
duced over the strenuous protest of Assis- 
tant Comptroller Gabel, who pointed out 
that unless the work was done there would 
certainly be another cave-in, which would 
increase the cost of reconstruction a hun- 
dred-fold, besides making the city Mable for 
damage io private property. 

The Counci!! was in a penny-wise mood, 
and the appropriation was turned down, 

Sewer Commissioner Colby was asked 
Friday what would be the effect of thé 
Counell’s action. 

“No effect at all,” he said. “The work on 
the Mill Creek sewer will be done, and it 
will be paid for. It makes not a particle 
of difference what the Council does with the 
appropriation bill. The work is imperatively 
necessary and if the money for it is not ap- 
propriated it will be done as emergency 
work, and it will have to be paid for out 
of funds appropriated for other purposes, I 
do not care a straw what is done with the 
appropriation or how much it is sealed. The 
noceseary work in my department will be 

one, 

“The cutting down of my estimates for 
saiaries and running expenses gives me no 
concern, either. I figured the expenses of 
my department down to the lowest penny. 
The department cannot be run for any lesa. 
But I would not go a step out of my way to 
influence the Council. I have no relatives 
or friends in the department. I will go right 
along until all the money for running the de- 
partment is exhausted, and when there is 
no more money to pay wages to workmen, I 
5 discharge them all and let the sewers 
1 un, 

“The last Assembly gave my department 
less money than it. needed, and when there 
was no more money I discharged all the 
men. The discharged men went after their 
friends in the Assembly. A meeting was 
held in a hurry to pass an ordinance ap- 
propriating more money. The gas went 
out, but they sent out for candles rather 
than postpone action.”
